A DEDICATION 


In 1951 a young musician from Pennsylvania who had just completed a Master of Music 
Degree at George Peabody College for Teachers joined the faculty at East Central Junior 
College. In May, 1978, Robert Fick will complete twenty-seven years as Chairman of 
Music Department at East Central. He will, on May fifth, don the hood and gown of a schol¬ 
ar and march for the last time with the college faculty. Those who march with him will be 
his colleagues and students, and they will be aware of what Bob Fick has meant to the col¬ 
lege and its student body for more than a quarter of a century. 

His devotion to music and music education has been unwavering, and he has constantly 
worked to provide for his students the best musical training available in a Mississippi junior 
college. During his years at East Central, Bob's accomplishments have been many. In 1956, 
he presented the folk opera SINGING BILLY, the first full-length musical to be presented 
at the college.

“I always told my children,

Baron von Trapp died in 1947 
before seeing any of his 
children marry. As in the film, 
the “Captain,” as he was 
called, used a bosun’s whistle 
to call his children from various 
parts of their Salzburg estate. 
But unlike the film portrayal, 
“He was kindness personified,” 
said daughter Eleonore. “He 
was not a marionette, he was a 
very loving person.” 

According to Eleonore, or 
“Lorli,” as she is known, the 
Captain was reluctant to see his 
family perform but accepted it 
as God’s will that they sing for 
others. 

“It almost hurt him to have 
his family on stage, not from a 
snobbish view but more from 
a protective one,” she said.

“We were a damn fine 
ensemble, highly disciplined,” 
he said. 

He said the family does not 
sing together any more, and 
hopes the second generation of 
Trapps will “do their own 
thing.”

A spontaneous standing 
ovation was awarded to Janice 
Brock and Joe Vance at the 
opening last night of East 
Central Junior College’s 
production “The Sound of 
Music.” 

The two-act play with book by 
Howard Lindsay and Russel 
Crouse is packed with Rodgers 
and Hammerstein music — 
those “hummable” and 
“whiscle-able” tunes such as 
“Edelweiss”, “Do-Re-Me,” and 
so on. 

Miss Brock portrayed a 
gentle Maria, whose soft voice 
was at times too soft. Her voice 
does not have the range needed 
for some of the songs, but she 
improved somewhat as the 
show progressed. The “Do-Re 
Me” numbers, solo and with the 
children, proved to be her best. 


Miss Brock handled herself well 
on stage and is to be 
commended for her work with a 
'role requiring so much on-stage 
time. 

Vance as Captain Von Trapp 
showed a fine voice in his vocal 
numbers but he had a few 
awkward moments with his 
characterization. 

The children’s roles were 
handled admirably by Julie 
Goodwin (Liesl); Senita Dear-

ing (Louise); Miek McDonald 
(Friedrich); Steve Deaton 
(Kurt); Alicia Pouncey 
(Brigitta); and Amy Pouncey 
(Marta). 

One of the high points of the 
production was the Nun’s 
Chorus. Their singing voices 
blended into a very effective 


and impressive choir. 

Melodie Measells as the 
Mother Abbess showed a very 
fine voice in “Climb Every 
Mountain” despite some throat 
difficulty which, hopefully, will 
be eliminated before tonight's 
performance. She displayed a 
richness and range needed 
especially for that song. 

Judy Wolverton as the 
wealthy Frau Schmidt seemed 
too tense, and she was not at 
her best in the song “No Way 
To Stop It” in which she 
changed keys mid-song. 

The entire song scene with 
Max (Gary Jones) and the 
Captain (Act II, Scene 1) is an 
awkward one for all three in 
that they are often left standing 
staring at each other. Some 
movement is needed to relieve 
this, it seems. 

Jones as Max needs to project 
his voice more. He had some 
good lines but most had to be 
delivered from upstage, and he 
failed to get a good audience 
response mainly because he 
wasn’t heard. 

Liesl (Julie Goodwin) and 
Rolf (Barry Phillips) had a 
light-hearted scene together in 
which they sang “Sixteen Going 
On Seventeen.” Both performed 
well but the lighting could have 
been softer to enhance the 
mood. 


Among other cast members 
were Regina Gibbs as Elsa, the 
serious and efficient 
housekeeper in the Von Trapp 
household; Gale Goss as 
Ursula; Robby Fisher as Herr 
Zeller; Shannon Cleveland. 
Sister Bertha; Ada Boggan, 
Sister Margaritta; and Jean 
Mills as Sister Sophia. 

With a cast so large, it is 
impossible to mention all. But, 
Director Bruce Peterson and 
musical directors Bob Heritage 
and James Dykes have 
assembled a hard-working cast 
and crew who have put on 
a good show. 

And, the backstage crew 
must receive a “well done” for 
their efficiency and quietness in 
set changes and other tasks so 
necessary behind the scenes. 

Director Peterson pointed out 
that all members of the cast, 
crew, and orchestra (with the 
exception of the younger 
children’s roles) are ECJC 
students. Only enrolled students 
are eligible to take part in the 
productions. 

The ECJC production is being 
dedicated to Bob Fick, who this 
spring will complete 27 years as 
chairman of the music 
department at the college.
